fWO INTERESTING DIPLOMATS. 


Both of Spanish Race, Recently fro* 
Morocco, and Popular In Washington. 

Washington gossips remark with sur- 
brise that the two most interesting dip¬ 
lomats to arrive in the United States re* 
cently are iust from the court of the 
emperor of Morocco. Both are of Span¬ 
ish race, but one represents Spain and 
the other Salvador; and, owing to re¬ 
ciprocity and other recent events, the 
relations of both countries with the 
United States have become very im¬ 
portant 



CAMPILLO. 

Senor Campillo is commissioned to 
procure American antiquities for the 
historical exhibition at Madrid and is 
secretary of the Spanish legation. He 
was born at Cadiz and educated at the 
University of Madrid, became a diplo¬ 
mat at an early age, and lias received 
several decorations of honor. His first 
service was at Constantinople, and he 
proved so acceptable to the Turks that 
the sultan decorated him with the Order 
of Medjidie of Turkey. He went thence 
iu turn to Sweden and Denmark, receiv¬ 
ing the Swedish star and the Danish 
Danbreg as special honors. 

After spine years at Madrid in the for¬ 
eign office he was employed to negotiate 
a treaty of commerce with France and 
later one with Italy, receiving decora¬ 
tions in both cases. Lastly, ho was sent 
in charge of a present from the queen of 
Spaiu to the sultan of Morocco, after 
which he remained three years at Tan¬ 
gier as secretary of the Spanish lega¬ 
tion. He is accounted one of the best 
informed men in Europe on Africa and 
his writings on this subject are quoted 
as authority. 

Dr. Manuel 1. Morales is the minister 
from Salvador (omit the prefix San if 
the country at large i; meant), who re* 
cently negotiated the important reci¬ 
procity treaty with Secretary Blaine. It 
is a surprise to most people to learn how 
important a member of the family of 
nation* Salvador is, being more densely 
populated than any other Spanish Amer¬ 
ican country, and ranking diplomatic¬ 
ally next to Belgium. Dr. Morales be¬ 
gan his career as a lawyer, but soon dis¬ 
tinguished himself by leading the move¬ 
ment against Dictator Barrios, of Giia> 
temiila. who invaded Salvador in 188$ 
and was killed. He bet aine in turn and 
rapidly governor of a department, judge 
of the supreme court, attorney general 
and secretary of state. 

In 18U0 came another invasion from 
Guatemala, and l>f. Morales was sent 
as minister plenipotentiary to Costa 
Rica, and in 18JI he managed negotia¬ 
tions which ended the trouble with 
Guatemala. He was selected for Wash¬ 
ington because lie is the most popular 
man in Salvador and probably the most 
influential, next to the president, and 
because of his familiarity with the 
finances, resources and trade of his 
country. Several lines of steamers are

now running between Salvador and San 
Francisco, and the commercial relations 
ot the two countries are growing in im 
portance. 

It is thought a remarkable evidence ot 
talent that, although Dr. Morales knew 
no English on his arrival in Washing¬ 
ton, he had in two months gained knowl¬ 
edge of the language sufficient for all 
ordinary purposes.
